









FACTS ABOUT 
U. S. MONEY 


EXCHANGE OF MUTILATED 
PAPER CURRENCY 





Lawfully held paper currency 
of the United States (including 
national bank notes and Fed- 
eral Reserve bank notes in 
process of retirement and Fed- 
eral Reserve notes) when not 
so mutilated that less than 
three-fifths of the _ original 
proportions remain, will be 
exchanged at its face amount. 
Such lawfully held paper cur- 
rency, when so mutilated that 
less than three-fifths but 
clearly more than two-fifths 
of the original proportions re- 
main, is exchangeable only by 
the Treasurer of the United 
States, at one-half the face 
amount of the whole note or 
certificate: Provided, however, 
that it may be exchanged at 
face amount upon compliance 
with the provisions of the fol- 
lowing paragraph. Fragments 
mot clearly more than two- 
fifths are not exchangeable, 
unless accompanied by the 
evidence required in the fol- 
lowing paragraph. 

Fragments less than three- 
fifths, when identifiable as to 
denomination, kind, and gen- 
uineness, are exchangeable at 
the face amount of the whole 
note, only by the Treasurer of 
the United States, when ac- 
companied by due satisfactory 
proof that the missing por- 
tions have been totally de- 
stroyed. This proof should be 
in the form of an affidavit 
from the owner setting forth 
that he is the owner and the 
cause and manner of destruc- 
tion. If, however, the owner 
cannot of his own knowledge 
swear to the facts as to de- 
struction, an affidavit or affi- 
davits from any other person 
or persons having knowledge 
of the facts will also be re- 
quired. 

Charred fragments which can 
be identifiable may be redeem- 
able, but ashes are worthless 
for redemption purposes.

High OF 378,200 


U. S. proof sets struck in 
past years are 51,386 in 1950; 
57,500 in 1951; 81,980 in 1952; 
128,800 in 1953; 233,350 in 1954; 
in 1955, 378,200. 

Striking of 1956 U. S. proof 
sets began in mid-January and 
the deadline for ordering is 
Oct. 31, 1956. Last year’s final 
order date was Nov. 30. The 
price remains at $2.10 per set, 
with no limit as to the number 
of sets per order. Remittances 
should be in the form of U. S. 
postal, express or bank money 
order, cashier’s check or cer- 
tified check and should be sent 
to Superintendent, U. S. Mint, 
16th and Spring Garden Sts., 
Philadelphia 30, Pa.

I am wondering what the 
story is about the silver dollars 
mainly 1880 cc, 1881 cc, 1885 cc 
and a few others on the past 
few years one seldom has seen 
any for sale, or in auctions in 
v.f. or better. If you happen to 
have any you could get a good 
price for it or nice trade deal. 
The catalog prices are still 
quite high for these (3) pieces 
yet they are offered for sale or 
trade by many dealers and col- 
lectors for less than one-quar- 
ter of their catalog prices. In 
brill. unc. condition. If after 75 
years of storage let’s say they 
are put out for circulation I 
would think collectors and 
dealers would buy them all up 
at those low prices considering 
the market prices for coins, 
only less than 10 yrs. old with 
a mintage of approx. 14,000,000 
and more and yet the mint to- 
tal combined of these (3) silver 
dollars totals a little over 1,000- 
000 pieces. Think about it for a 
few minutes.

value, amount minted, types, how coins — 
are made, and other news of help and 
interest. Most coins can be found in 
circulation, As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn 
coins. Value of coins depends greatly 
on the condition. Never clean or polish 
coins unless you are experienced. If 
you must try, use a common, date coin — 
There are handy cleaning kits avail- 
able for this purpose. Coin insert 
folders and other supplies can be ob- 
tained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some lata 
date coins minted that are worth more 
than some hundreds of years old. 
What makes one coin worth more than, 
another are by these factors: Amount 
of coins minted, availability, collectors 
demand and any unusual die strikes. 
Coins can be obtained through purch- 
ases, by auctions or trading with col- 
lectors. Mint sets can be bought by 
writing the Treasury Dept., U. S. Of- 
fice of Treasurer, Washington 25, D.C, — 
at face value, plus postage and handl- 
ing. To obtain Proof Sets of currené 
year sent $2.10 money order to Supf. 
Phila. Mint 16th and Spring Garden 
Streets, Philadelphia, Pa. You may 
order as many sets as you wish. Com- 
memorative half dollars are authorize 
periodically by Congress. These halves

Vv. FPINE—Has been circulated but 


all features and lettering are sharp. 

riNk—Has all features and letter- 
ing but not sharp.
